1. The working paper has provided for 2J Assembly Constituencies whereas, the district 
should have 26 scats as the average works out to 25.75. 

2. Bangalore District also Includes Bangalore City Corporation area:— 

(i) Population of Bangalore City Corporation is 15,32,992, The number of seats comes to 
Il'Soi.e. 12. 

(H) Population of Bangalore District is 18,32,523. 

The number of seats comes to 14' 49 i.e, 14. 

3. Hence Bangalore District cannot have less than 26 seats. Any other district, which get; 
aas than the average of 73 infixing the seats could be reduced by t seat and not Bangalore District 

4. According to the working prpor, Soimpura and Thyamagondlu hoblles of Nelamangala 
Taluk have been included in Koratagere Constituency of Turnkur District. This combination is 
beset with the following difficulties;-— ." ‘ 

(a) There is no direct road communication between the two taluks of Thyamagondlu and 
Somapura and Koratagere, There are either cart tracks or foot-paths. People have 
to go on the Turnkur Road via Tumkur Taluk to Koratagere. 

t,b) Tne distance from Somipica to Koratagere is 15 mUes and from Thyamagondlu to 
Koratagere is 20 miles. Tne villagj people of Thyamagondlu aud Somapura have to 
travel 15 to 20 m'les to contact their C mstituency Member of the Assembly. 

5 . Tno working piper hi] provided for Migidi Constituency (No. 95) 1,13,959 only which 
1 less than i,i 5 , 4 ?o the m n'mna calculated for each Constituency. 

6. Tne working paper has ineluled Milai-e Hobli of Doddaballapur Taluk in Yelahaoka 
jonstitumey of Bangalore North Taluk. Tuare is no direct comna uication between Yelahonka 
nd Madhure. People during election have to travel nearly 10 miles to reach between one or tho 
ither place in the Constituency. 

7. Taking all those aspects into con liberation, 26 Constituencies have been delimited in Ban- 

alore District as indicted in the enclosure, keeping in mind the following factors :_ 

(a) The structure of the Revenue Taluks is retained wherever possible and only minimum 
additions hive been made from the adjoining Taluks, keeping in view Contiguity Com- 
muuications, 

(b) Comu ulcition facilities and contiguity of Taluks and Hoblies. 
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(c) The belt areas of the City which are notified already or which are under consideration 
for notifying for inclusion in the Bangalore City Corporation arc included in 'the City 
Constituencies contiguous to these areas. 


(d) The population figures of each Constituency have been retained between the lower 
and upper limits provided in the working paper excepting in one Constituency (Cub- 
bonpet) where the upper limit is exceeded about 1600. 


(c) While naming the Constituencies as far as possible names of foreign nationals have been 
omitted. 


ItiSj, 
desirable, reasonable and fair that reservation of seats for Scheduled Castes should be done on 
the basis of one Reserved Seat in each of the three Sub-Divisions and one in tire Corporation * 
area.

1. South Ranara District now by itself has 15 Assembly constituencies therefore, if one 
constituency from any neighbouring districts is added to it, there will be 2 Lok Sabha Constituen¬ 
cies in the District, instead of doing this, the tentative proposal has been made to include 3 Talukas 
of Coorg District in Mangalore Lok Sabha constituency and remove 2 Assembly constituencies 
from Udipi Lok Sabha Constituency and add them to Chikkamagalur District. There is no 
thyme or reason for this proposal. Therefore, we propose that No. IJ2 Sringcri Assembly consti¬ 
tuency of Chikkamagalur District, which is adjoining to Kerkal taluk, to which it is connected by 
roads and which has close affinity with South Kanara district may be included in the Udipi 
Lok Sabha Constituency so that the 16 Assembly constituencies may be remed into 2 Parliamentary 
constituencies.

They are all having common economic and development problems 
Hence this change is suitable and convenient to all concerned.

Note : 

Reasons for the changes .—• 

( O North Kanara District is a hilly District and is naturally divided by nature into two parts 
by ranges of Sahyadri. The Eastern part which is called the Upg’iat area consists of Supa, Haliy.i 1, 
Yellapnt, Munlgod, Sirsi, Siddapnr and Western part which is called Below-Ghat or Coastal area 
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consists of Karwar, Ankola, Kumta, Honnawar and Bhatkal. There are only four all-weather 
motorable roads connecting the Eastern area with the Western area, viz., 

(i) Sadashivghad—Londa Road connecting Supa and Karwar; 

(ii) Hubli—.Karwar Road connecting Yellapur and Karwar and Ankola; 

fur) Sirsi—Kurnta Road connecting Sirsi and Kutntn; and 

(in) Bangalore—Honnawar Road connecting Siddapur and Honnawar. 

But for these four roads, thrre is no other means of communication because of the hilly 
terrain and the peculiar topography of the District. In the existing Ankola, Constituency, for 
instance, the approach from Sirsi to Ankola or G ikarn was only Via Sirsi—Kumta Road. It 
resulted in lot of inconvenience to the candidates at tire time of Election and the member, while 
nursing the Constituency. This difficulty was pointed out last time also but somehow it was 
overlooked. 

(2) In the proposed delimitation, grouping has been made without taking into consideration 
the practical difficulties and the geographical conditions of the District. For instance, two cir¬ 
cles of Sirsi Taluka and one circle, namely, Yellapur circle of Yellapur Taluka, have been included 
in Ankola Constituency. There is no road connecting the two Circles of Sirsi taluka with Ankola 
Taluka and iu between stand thickly wooded Sahyadri hills. 

(3) According to the proposed delimitation, while Yellapur has been added on to Ankola 
Constituency, Mancnikere Circle of Yellapur Taluka is included in Haliyal Constituency. There 
is no contiguity between Haliyal Taluk and Manchik ere Circle. If one has to go to Manchikere 
from Haliyal, the only way is Via Yellapur. The proposed changes make the Constituencies more 
compact and provide with between accessibility. 

(4) The population is also more equally distributed. Whereas, according to the proposed 
delimitation, the minimum population is £,31,543 (Bhatkal Constituency) and the maximum 
population is 1,51,164 (Haliyal Constituency). According to tire changes proposed, the minimum 
population is 1,31 ,543 (Bhatkal Constituency) and the maximum is 1,48,039 (Haliyal Consti¬ 
tuency). 

(5) Two Constituencies remain as proposed viz., Bhatkal and Kumta. 

(6) Changes are proposed ill respect of the remaining four Constituencies. 

(7) No Revenue Circle has been split. 

(8) The proposed changes have been made taking into consideration geographical conti¬ 
guity, means of communication, natural and practical difficulties, administrative connection and 
fairly equal distribution of population. 

(9) Consequential changes may be made in Kanara Parliamentary Constituency. 

18.BELGAUM DISTRICT 

The Delimitation Committee has proposed to transfer certain villages of the present Hukkeri 
Constituency viz, Yamukanamaredi, Nastiholi and Guduganatti to Sankeswar Constituency of 
Ilukkori. And in order to maintain the population strength in Hukkeri constituency it is being 
proposed to join certain villages oi Chikhodi taluka viz., Jaganur, Mamadapur, Vijayanagar, 
Kabbur, Belgali, Hanchinal and Karagaon, 

In my opinion the proposals made to add the village namely Jaganur, Mamadapur, Vijayanagar, 
Kabbur, Belgali, Hamchinal and Karagaon from Chikkodi Taluka to Hukkeri is impracticable 
as the distance from the village Bclagali lo Gutaguddi is 60 miles. It is will be more onconvenient 
from the point of representation, and also voters and transport, Instead of this the Hukkeri 
Constituency may be kept as it i3 and the proposed transfer of villages from Hukkeri constituency 
may be dropped. 

Secondly the villages namely, Hattarawat, Biduroli, Wadral, Khajagoundanahattl, Mahalatti, 
Naganur, Nugali from Chikkodi taluka may be attached lo Sankeswar Constituency since they are 
so near to Sankeswar and have close contact with Sankeswar which is more feasiable and practi¬ 
cable in all fairness. 

Kindly the same should be ucceptcd, it being more practicable. 
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By the above proposals the population of the Hukkcri constituency will he as fullows:
